From thefe and former acts pafled,

dificult it is to bring any new eftablith- 
ment to perfection; but this ettablith- 
ment highly deferves all the pains that 
gentiemen have given, or can give, 


themfelves for the purpoie. Some iort 


of military force is certainly necefiary 
for the defence of every nation; and it 


| equally certain, that the only proper 
*Mhtary force for preferving the liberties 


and Privileges, as wel! as the lives and 
+ 
‘Ortunes, of a free people, isa well- 
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regulated and well-difciplined militia, 
confilting chiefly of men of property or 
fubitance, and commanded by indepen- 
dent gentlemen of fortune, and of good 
character in their refpective counties. 
In the moft abfolute governments, no 
man’s life or property is taken from him 
without fome pretence of law or jultice: 
the moft arbitrary tyrant, if he made 
a practice of murdering and robbing 
his fubjects without any fuch pretence, 
would foon loie the power of doing mif- 
chief, and become practically what the 
King of England is in theory. Buta 
free people have a right to judge of the 
pretence, and to punith thote who for 
fuch a purpole make ufe of a falfe or 
fham pretence. Lor enabling them to 
exercife this right, they have liberties 
and privileges eftabliihed by their form 
of government; and chefe liberties and 
privileges they muit take care to preferve ; 
which can be effectually and fecurely done 
no way but by fuch a militia as I have 
mentioned ; for it is in the men of pro- 
perty and fubilance that all fuch liber. 
ties and privileges are chiefly vetted ; 
and therefore thofe that have no pro- 
perty, or fubitance, may find, or at leat 
may expect to find, their account in de- 
ftroying the liberties and privileges of 
thofe tnat have. 

Inthe reign of Richard IT. this was 
really the cafe. In that reign, if the 
mob, or thofe of little or no property, 
had been the only people that under- 
ftood any thing of arms or military dif- 
cipline, how could the citizens of Lon- 
don, how could the King have oppo- 
fed, much lefs defeated, the infurrec- 
tion under Wat Tyler? Their profefled 
defign was, to abolill all ditiinétion, 
and reduce all the people of this king- 
dom to a perfect eguality. In purfu- 
ance of this defign, they had cut off the 
heads of many lords, gentlemen, and 
eminent men, that had fallen tnto their 
hands: they had even forced their way 
intothe tower and city of London, which 
they had piundered. But at Jeaft a num- 
ber of brave and well-difciplined citizens 
took arms, I may fay in defpair, confi- 
dering the odds of humbers; and, bya 
remarkable tura of providence, defeat- 
ed 
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edthis, to appearance, irrefiftible infur- 
rection. 

This thews how neceffary it is to have 
the military force of the nation placed in 
the hands of men of fub{tance and pro- 
perty; for mobs, by which I mean a 
numerous afiembly of men of little or no 
property, are of ie moft dangerous con- 
fequence tothe treedom of government. 
iw fuch mobs free governments bave 
been more frequently overturned thaa 
by ttanding armies. Our own govern- 
ment, in the reign of Charles I. could 
never have been overturned, if all men 
o; tene fenfe and virtue hac not been ba- 
nithed from both houies of parliament, 
cr terrined out of their fenfes, by the 
enthuiaftcal mobs of Lendon and 
Weltminfter ; and fuch mob: arc always 
the more dangerous, the more they are 
bred to arms and military cifcipline: 
which makes me afraid even of a mili- 
tia, if it connits of the dregs of the peo- 
ple; as hired fubflitetes will generally 
be. Itistruc, they muft, by law, be 
commanded by gentlemen of fortune. 
Bat all gentlemen of foriune are not in- 
cependent. A lexurious, extravagint, 
Or avaricious gentleman never can be to, 
ler his fortune be whatit will, Hewill 
be obedient to thofe who can pav him 
for his obedience, and wi!! execate thei 
commands, be they what they will, if 
he can to do it with impunity. 

Whether there was a necediity, epon 
the prefent occafion, to call the militia 
out to, and to detain them fo long in, 
a€tual fervice, is a queilion which I {hall 
not prefume to cctermine; but this I 
will fay, thatifitbe laid Cown as a ma- 
xim, that as ofcen as the nation is enga- 
ged in any foreign war, the militia mui 
not on!v be called out to actual fervice

Kvery meature which has a tendency 
tounite the powers of Lurope among 
theautclves againit France, mutt there- 
fore be for the general good of Europe, 
and the particular intereft of England ; 
and every meature which tends to fet 
the tlates of Germany, Hfolland, and 
England, at war amongtft themtelves, 
mult be for the good of France, and 
the prejudice of the other powers of 
Europe.

For a of France to 
himielf E——r of H r, and 
ejcca whole family out of its rights, 
would be io great an act of violence, that 
memoor im the woud rife 
againilit. Sweden and Denmark could 
not bue t.ke the alarm at it And if 
France were to pretend to hold the 
e——te in its Own what muft bee 
come ot the intermediate tlates? Wold 
the french conguer them too? That 
mutt them in eternal quarrels 
with every member of the Germanic bo 
dy. Weald the Linpire fuffor a great 
part of Germany, and two or three ce 
le€torates, at once to be cut off from its 
dominions, and made a part of the king- 
dom of brance? It is the very thing 
which England fllould with the biench 
to attempt, in order to unite all Germae 
ny againti them. 

All that Trance can propofe, after 
the greatelt fuccefs there, can be only 
to take a temporary policiion of the 
country during the war; to hold itin 
depolite, as the K. of P. did the cleo. 
ate of Saxony. And if this were to 
happen, doubtiefs every good man ought 
to be forry for ite Dut whercin conlifls 
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that fuperlative greatnets of the evil, 
that Britain fhould thus rifk every can- 
gerto prevent it?) ‘Ihe French, it is 
true, would pofiefs themtelves of the re- 
venues of the country; and all the tax- 
es which the people now pay to their 
fovereign, would be paid to France. 
But would England be fo much impo- 
verifhed ? or would the crown of France 
be fo very formidably enriched by the 
acquifzion? A French army, in the 
country, would themfelves probably 
find a ule for all the money they could 
Faife there.
